Mrs. Frieda Thom pson, 26. and 
her six-weeks-old daughter, P a­ 
tricia Ann, w ere burned to death.

and the O akland school practically 
destroyed 
early

land com m unity. 
Circleville and A m anda firem en 
fought the flam es in IO-be low-se rn 
tem peratures, 
but 
were 
handi­ 
capped by lac k of w ater and the 
b itte r cold. The house was burned 
to the 
ground 
when Circleville 
firem en arrived and the school was 
a raging inferno 
F ath er Sere Flam es 
Cause of the fire, which started 
in the five-room hom e and spread 
to the school, w as not im m ediately 
determ ined. C harles Thompson, the 
father, had gone out of the house 
to put his ear in the garage. He 
said when h * left the house bis 
wa fa w as ** 
a*, 't|r« rn mf- 
the 
baby on lh* living room stove. As 
he carne out of the g arage he said 
th e "entire dow nstairs appeared to 
be lit up as though there were 
lights in every window.” The en­ 
tire dow nstairs seem ed to be on 
fire. He rushed Into the house but 
could not find his wife and baby.

children,

sleeping He carried them to safe­ 
ty before flam es reached th a t p art 
of the house 
It is believed the m other went

C harred bon* *, believed to be the 
rem ains of Mr*. Thompson, were 
found later F riday under where 
the stove had set in the kitchen 
No trace of the baby a rem ains had 
been found F riday morning. 
School Ignited 
The fire spread from the house 
to the school which is only a few 
feet from the home. Flam es caught 
on the corner of the roof and soon 
were out of control. Friday m o m -1 
Ing only the brick walls of the j 
school rem ained and it w’as said 
to be a total loss. 
Mr. Thompson w as discharged 
from the A rm y three weeks ago ; 
He and his fam ily moved to O ak­ 
land about three years ago and 
his fam ily had lived there while J 
he w as in service.

The increase and spread of foxes 
throughout Ohio, with consequent 
toll of farm poultry and wildlife, 
has led to widespread plans for 
fox drives. This practice frequent­ 
ly clashes with the law’ of the 
state, and criticism falls wrongly 
on the Division of Conservation 
and Natural Resources, Law En­ 
forcement 
Chief 
Lester 
Bailey 
points out. 
The three issues of discord cen­ 
ter around hunting without li­ 
censes, killing with a club and 
hunting on Sunday. “The Division 
of Conservation is as anxious as 
anybody to control the fox,” de­ 
clares Mr. Bailey, “but the law 
cannot be ignored.” The following 
excerpts from the General Code 
are cited: 
Sec. 1392, Par. B, provides In 
part: Game birds and wild quadru­ 
peds shall be taken only by hunt­ 
ing with gun, gun and dog, with 
bow and arrow, or with bow and 
arrow and dog. 
Sec. 1431: No person shall hunt 
or trap any wild bird or wild 
quadruped within the state with­ 
out first having applied for and 
received a hunting and trapping 
license as required herein.
